THE NAMOA PIRACY CASE, 
MAGISTERIAL INQUIRY. 

Mr Wodehonse resumed his-inquiry‘into 
this case at the Magistracy to-day.-.Tho 
; following additional evidence was takon : 

T. Richardson, ‘second officer of . the 
Namoa, said—On tho 10th inat. at-1 p. 
Twas sitting ot tiffin in the mess-room 
tweon decks. Iwas sitting next tho se- 
cond engineer. We. both had ovr backs 
towards the companion. Suddenly “we 
hoard two or thrée shots from bohind 
us, on the. upper’ deck.’ We rose 
from our seats end ran to ‘our rooms. 
The second eagincer procured a revolver 
and ho and Eran. along the 'twoon decks, 
A laddor comes down from the main deck 
about amidships. © When wo got os far as 
this threo or four of the pitates fired ra. 
volvor shots at us, The second onginesr 
fired a shot at (hem. He thon ran into the 
engino. room and I ran: back to my own 
Toom.: Zatayed there for about 20 minu'es. 
Tho pirates meanwhile wero throwing stink-. 
pots and firing revolver shots. Iclosed my 
door, bet could not lock it, as the 
key was gone. . I had seen the key 
that morning on o small shelf over the 
washatand. I have not seon it sines, . The 
pirates threw the: stinkpots and fired from 
the maindeck, through the skylight. None 
of the shots hit my door. Many of the 
shota appoared to: mo to be blank car- 
tridgea; Tho pirates. were. shouting and 
running about tho deck all the.tine, The 
pirates afterwards sent a Maloy boatewain 
below to tell mo that-if I camo and gave 
royself up they would not harm me. I 
then went into the messroom ‘and found | 
there. was nobody ‘thers! -When I got to 

the top of the companioun Tour pirates armed 
with revolvers surrounded mo. They tools 
me to the captain’stoum. Thera I. saw the 
Captain stagyoring about, with a bullet 
wound in his breast. «He prononnced my 
name and ‘said, ‘My God, I am dying,’ 
He then caught hold of me round. the neck 
and I Jaid him on his -bed.. Be asked for 
some -water.
